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planning at the University. Several projects are 
now underway in the new office, most of 
them carried over from the three previous 
offices. A cost study probing the relative costs 
of various faculties has just been completed. The 
Space Utilization Study, which has been 
going on for nearly a year, is slated for 
completion in November. On-going studies 
include the Space Management survey, a 
study of programming for building 
requirements, several Campus Planning 
projects, and a divided-year study for the 
General Faculty Council. 


Dr. Preshing received his Bachelor of 
Education and Bachelor of Arts degrees from 
The University of Alberta in 1952 and 1957, 
respectively. He earned his Master of 
Business Administration from the University 
of Western Ontario, and, in 1965, his Doctor 
of Philosophy in Marketing from the 
University of Illinois. He was formerly an 
Associate Professor of Commerce at both The 
University of Alberta and The University of 
Calgary and has published two books 
and more than 100 academic articles on 
marketing and management. 


DR. WORTH STILL AT HIS DESK 


No replacement has yet been named for 
WALTER H. WORTH, who resigned effective 
August 31 to head the Government of 
Alberta’s new Alberta Commission on 
Educational Planning. 


MAX WYMAN, President of the University, 
has invited Dr. Worth to remain on a 
part-time basis, as Acting Vice-President for 
Campus Planning and Development, pro 
tempore, until a new appointment is made. 
During this period Dr. Worth will continue as 
Chairman of the Campus Development 
Committee, as a member of the Board Building 
Committee, and will perform related duties. 


WOODWARD’S MAKES DONATION 


On September 12, MAx wyYMan, President 
of the University, accepted a cheque for 
$15,000 from T. K. CAMPBELL, Vice-President 
of the Alberta Operations of Woodward’s 
Stores, Limited. The presentation was the 
initial portion of the company’s five-year 
pledge of $75,000 to the Three Alberta 
Universities Capital Fund Campaign. 
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The gift has been portioned among the 
three universities, with eight per cent to 
go to The University of Lethbridge, 60 per 
cent of the balance to The University of 
Alberta, and 40 per cent to The University of 
Calgary. 


THE. FACULTY OF MEDICINE 
NEEDS BODIES 


The Faculty of Medicine at The University 
of Alberta is in serious need of bodies for 
medical instruction and research. 


T. S. LEESOW, Chairman of the Department 
of Anatomy, says that “unless we can obtain 
at least 30 bodies between now and May, 
we may face serious difficulties for next year. 
Fewer than that, and we may have to 
lower the standard of our medical training or, 
at worst, place still further restrictions 
on enrolments in Medicine.” Since mid-July 
no bodies have been received. 


The need for bodies is a continuing one. 
At prestnt a minimum of 35 to 40 cadavers 
are required each year. In 1971, with the 
expansion of facilities that will result 
from the opening of the Basic Medical 
Sciences Building and the expected increase of 
admissions, at least 60 bodies will be needed. 


Although there is a legal provision in 
the Universities Act that unclaimed bodies 
(bodies which ordinarily would be buried at 
public expense) be turned over to the 
University, the supply falls short of the 
Department’s needs. Moreover, with the 
opening of the Faculty of Medicine at The 
University of Calgary, the Department no 
longer collects bodies south of Red Deer. In 
the past, many more bodies have come 
from the south of the province than from the 
Edmonton area. 


Thus, the University is forced to rely upon 
donations as the major source of anatomical 
specimens, and it is encouraging people 
to bequeath their bodies for medical study 
after death. This practice does not contravene 
any religious beliefs, Dr. Leeson noted, 
and, besides serving a very important cause, 
it means no funeral expenses. 


He suggested that persons wishing to 
leave their bodies to the University call the 
Department of Anatomy for further 
information. 


MARINE BIOLOGY FACILITY 
PLANNED 


Five Western Canadian universities are on 
their way to creation of the first major teaching 
and research facility for marine biology on 
Canada’s West Coast. Recent actions by the 
British Columbia and federal governments have 
opened the way for the establishment of the 
facility, which will be a significant addition 
to Canada’s contribution to a field of 
science that is of growing importance to a 
polluted and food-short world. Much of the 
research and teaching carried out at the 
new station will be related to the problems of 
coastal pollution and to better utilization 
of the resources of the sea. 


Involved in the project are The University 
of Alberta, the University of British 
Columbia, The University of Calgary, Simon 
Fraser University. and the University of Victoria. 
Research and teaching operations will be 
based at Bamfield on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island, on the site of a former 
cable station owned by a crown corporation. 
The University of Victoria will purchase the 
site and hold it in trust for the five 
universities. 


The only existing marine biological stations 
in Canada are located on the east coast, 
although McGill University operates a smail 
laboratory in Barbados. The nearest open-coast 
marine station on the West Coast is in 
Oregon. 


Bamfield, which has one of the richest 
populations of marine plants and animals in 
Canada, is regarded as the best available 
site for studies in marine biology. A survey of 
these populations was carried out this 
summer by an inter-university group co- 
ordinated by LOUIS DRUEHL of the Department 
of Biological Sciences at Simon Fraser 
University. The survey was conducted by 
faculty members and graduate students from 
the University of British Columbia, Simon 
Fraser University, the University of Victoria, 
and Western Washington State College. They 
were assisted by scientists from the Fisheries 
Research Board, the Geological Survey of 
Canada, and the British Columbia Fish and 
Wildlife Branch. 


The new facility will be of particular 
value to zoology students at The University of 
Alberta. Senior students will no longer be 
forced to travel to the United States to 
observe 95 per cent of the major groups of 
animals, which are found only in the ocean. 


The steering committee for the facility, 
representing the five universities, includes 
JOHN C. HOLMES, Associate Professor of 
Zoology, and JOHN R. NURSALL, Professor and 
Chairman of Zoology at The University of

HENDERSON and R. C. B. HARTLAND-ROWE of 
The University of Calgary; Ww. G. FIELDS 

and D. J. MCLAURIN of the University of 
Victoria: and D. L. DRUEHL and G. H. GREEN of 
Simon Fraser University.
